Tests made by Dr, Kazansky of alr, 


J earth, water and dust failed to find 


trace of a single microbe. Even the 
wild ‘game which the guns of his 
party brought down was wholly free 
from germs, 

Cunning methods were devised in 
order to lure some vagrant microbe 
and colonize it. But, despite every 
effort known to scientists for the en. 
couragement of germs, not a colony 
could be raised. Thus a dish of agar- 
agar jelly was exposed outdoors for 
hours, then placed in an incubator 
and warmed. If this had been done fn 
a big city, a fifteén-minufe exposure 
would have been sufficient to pro- 
duce a germ population beyond 
count. The agar-agar dish remained 
on Novaya Zemlya, as sterile as at 
the moment of its preparation. 

Fresh and juicy meat was exposed 


in this way for eight months, and at| 


the end of that time displayed no 
sign of decomposition. Seemingly it 
was as fresh as when placed in its 
open container. Doctors would find 
little to do in this island-—unless it 
might be caring for frozen ears and 
fingers. It is suggestéd that sana- 
toria established there might offer 
to pulmonary patients an unusuai 
chance to win their way to health.

Russia Faces. Bread Shortage 


Long Winter kines Bulk Of 
Wheat Crop 

Russia is"faced with another bread 
shortage this year due to the fact 
that winter cropg in the Ukraine ana 
the Caucasas have been killed to a 
considerable extent by the long win- 
ter, which lasted into the first weeks 
of May. ( 

Reports received from the Ukraine 
tell'a tragic story of how the peas- 
ants will havé to reseed their fields, 
and add that the wheat crop cannot 
be replanted because it is too late, 
means that Russia 
duce very little wheat 
coming year. 

‘The situation is better in the 
Crimea, but most rehiance for the 
wheat crop was placed in the Uk- 


/raine, which always has supplied the 


bread needs of Russia and produced 
a surplus for Germany export. Since 
the Ukraine suffered a crop failure 
last year it is presumed the present 
failure of the winter crop will com 
pel the Soviet Government to buy 
bread abroad. One of the difficul- 
ties of this solution lies in the fact 
that Russia will have to pay for im 
ported bread in foreign currency 
which is expected. to have an adverse 
effect on the value of the 
ruble. 

Urgent measures to reseed the

- WHRAT POOL NEWS 


The Decision of the Exchequer 
Court in exempting Saskatchewan 
Wheat Pool from paying income tax 
on its commercial and elevator Tfre- 
serves will likely result in the Al- 
berta Wheat Pool also being exempt- 
ed from paying. This means a sav- 
ing of approximately 400 thousand 
dollars to the Alberta Wheat Pool. 
Judge Audette, who gave the décision 
in favor of the Wheat Pool stated 
that these reserves were the property 
of the members of the pool and could 
not be considered in any other light. 
This hag been the pool's contention 
all along. The reserves are allocated 
on the pool’s books to the members 
‘according as they have contributed. 
The total reserves af the three wheat 
pools are over 20 millbon dollars. 
Total Alberta Pool’s reserves are 
$5,400,000, . 

The payment of $202,000 has just 
been made by the Alberta Wheat 
Pool to its members. This payment 
represents the annual interest at 6 
per cent in the reserves’ contribu- 
tions up to the 3ist of August, 1928. 
Another payment ‘covering interest 
on reserves up to August 31, 1929, 
will be made dur'fag the coming fall.

ant to see that the nest is perfectly 
clean and disinfected before allowing 
the hen into it. It is regarded as 
good practice to set “the hens where 
the laying stock cannot get to them 
A colony house makes an ideal place 
for this purpose. There should be 
kept near at hand a constant sup- 
ply of fresh water and hard grain 
either placed on the floor or in a hop- 
per as well as green feed. Some hens 
do not set as well as others and Mr. 
Elford regards it as sometimes ad; 
vantageous to continue the good set- 
ters at work for several weeks. This 
may be done by removing the eggs 
to other hens before they are hatch- 
ed. If they continue to set well and 
keep in good flesh it may be possi- 
ble to keep them at work for several 
hatchings before allowing them off 
with chicks or putting them back in- 
to the laying pens.
